'A Recent Visit to the Battlefields

Part One. 

Revisiting once familiar places is to 
me amixed pleasure. Time changes 
everything but memory, and the com- 
parison of the past with the present is 
often productive of as much pain as 
pleasure. The old home, the old 
old scenes, exist in all 
their original freshness in miemory 
alone, for in reality both home, and 
friends and boyhood’s scenes have long 
since past away, or have become so 
changed as to be unrecognizable, which 
is far worse than if they had ceased to 
be. ~ 

This is just as true of the scenes and 
places of great events in which one has 
been concerned, such as those of which 
Tam about to describe. I was too 
young at the time of the War of the 
Rebellion, to fully realize the import- 
ance of the events happening every day 
before my eyes, but my impression of 
the places and scenes of these events 
was vivid, deep and lasting, and it was 
with many misgivings and questionings 
that I accepted the kind invitation of 
my Colonel to be the guest of our 
Regiment on its proposed visit to those 
battletields of Virginia, on which we 
fought as a part of the army of the 
Potomac, 1 disliked to disturb my im- 
pressions and recollections of those far 
away scenes and days. I could) but 
feel that thirty-four years. had worked 
such changes that I should find nothing 
to remind me of those historic places 
and I feared that the proposed visit 
would weaken or destroy the memory 
pictures I had kept intact so long. But 
to my story. 

I was a boy fifer and bugler in the 
army of the Potomac. I was ‘not able 
to “break into” the army until the 
second year of the war, as the require- 
ments of the first year were too ex- 
acting to admit boys of my age and 
size, but in July, 1862, I was mustered 
into the service of the U.S., joining Co. 
II., of Andover, Mass., (my native town) 
of the Ist. Mass. Heavy Artillery. 1 
with other recruits reached our regi- 
ment, then in the defenses of Washing- 


the 


ton, just as the second battle of Bull 
Run was in progress, and our intro 


duction into army life gave promise of 
very lively times. — I will pass over our 
life in the forts at Arlington and my 
own battalion’s sojourn on Maryland 
Heights, guarding Harper’s Ferry, 
though life in the army was full of in- 
terest, and proceed at once to an ac- 
count of my recent visit to these old 
camps and battle grounds. 

1 left Cincinnati, October 9th, to join 
my regiment at Norfolk, Virginia, at 
which place it was due Monday morn- 
ing, October 11, from Boston by sea. 
As I reached the country in the vicin- 
ity of Richmond it began to assume 
a familiar look, and it was difficult for 
me to realize that it was thirty-four 
years since I had been in that locality, 
under such vastly different  circum- 
stances. This feeling remained with 
me during the whole trip. 

The journey to Richmond and thence 
to Newport News was uneventful. In 
crossing by steamer from Newport 
News to Norfolk we steamed over that 
portion of the bay made famous by the 
battle of the Monitor and Merrimac, 
a battle wihiich revolutionized the 
naval architecture of the world. The 
encounter of the Yankee “Cheese-box” 
with the Rebel Ram is familiar to you 
all and I will not attempt to describe 
it, besides it is foreign to my present 
purpose, but I could) not be but pro- 
foundly impressed as I passed over that 
historic portion of Hampton Roads. 
Arrived at the wharf at Norfolk I lost 
no time in boarding the *bus which was 
to take me to the New’ Atlantic Hotel. 
After a short but hot and very dusty 
ride the conveyance was backed up to 
the door of what seemed to me to be 
the City Jail. As I was still partly 
under the strange feeling that it was 
“war time” it was easy for me to im- 
agine that the rebels had “gotten me 
for sure at last,” and it was with no 
little trepidation that I obeyed the re- 
quest or command rather, to “step out”. 
My fears were quieted however as the 
Atlantic House was pointed out to me 
across the street, no nearer approach 
on the part of the *bus being possible at 
that time.on account of repairs in the 
street. 


After dinner and a short rest I pro- 
ceeded to do the town. — It is out of 
place in this paper to speak of the 
points of interest, which are many, of 
this old Virginia seaport, but I do not 
wonder at the love which the inhabi- 
tants have for it. It is claimed to 
have one of the most delightful of 
climates and to be one of the healthiest 
localities in America, but I had not 
gone far in my rambles before I had 
come upon several undertaking estab- 
lishments, (more than the usual num- 
ber for a city of its size) and also upon 
a flourishing colony of doctors, The 
one accounting for the other, I sup- 
pose, on the principle of cause and ef- 
fect! 

There are two places in the world in 
which I cannot for the life of me re- 
tain the correct points of the compass 
—New York and Norfolk; and’ it was 
not long before I found myself hope- 
lessly lost, that is to say I was much 
like the Indian who when wandering 
through the streets of a_ strange, city 
was asked if he was lost, replied «no 
Indian no lost, Indian here” (striking 
his breast) “Wigwam lost.” 

After tramping for an hour or more 
in all the directions where it would be 
supposed a good hotel like mine ought 
to be, I gave up in despair, and break- 
ing my resolution not to inquire the 
way home, I asked an intelligent — citi- 
zen of African descent to please tell 


me where I lived. .~ “Yas, Massa,”’ re- 
plied he; “I can tell you whar de 


*Lantic House is, suttinly, dis is_ it, 
right yere, sah.” And so it was. I 
was so mortified that I resolved to go 
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at once om get lost again, but I was 
too tired, I walked but a block or two 
and came back and went to bed. 

Bright and early on October 11, my 
comrades arrived on one. of the large 
steamers of the Merchant -and Miners’ 
Transportation Co. The day was 
spent in sight seeing, and in the after- 
noon at 4.30 we boarded the “Cannon 
Ball” train for Petersburg, where in 
1864 we did some of our heaviest fight- 
ing. 

We were to visit the battlefields in 
reverse order this trip, beginning south 
and working north. In war time we 
began north and worked south as far 
as they would let us. | And near Pe- 
tersburg occurred the closing scenes of 
the war, but at this present time it was 
to be our first field of Operations. 

As we steamed into this historic city, 
what> was our surprise to find drawn up 
inline, with guns at “present arms,” a 
detachment of the Petersburg Grays 
in fulldress uniform, which, after the 
! exchange of courtesies escorted us to 
the Shirley Hotel, which was to be our 
headquarters while in Petersburg, 

After a short rest, we were called 
upon by a committee from the Gen. A, 
P. Hill camp of Confederate Veterans 
who gave us a cordial invitation to 
visit their camp that evening, adding 
that a delegation of 15 Confederates 
would call later and take us bodily to 
thé: meeting “whether we would or no” 
There was not one of our party of 
Union soldiers, but desired to accept 
the generous hospitality extended to 
us by thesé men whom we had met 
upon the battlefields of Virginia dur- 
ing the war, 

Our reception as we entered the 
Lodge room where the camp held its 
meetings, was enthusiastic beyond de- 
scription, The Confederates were out 
in fulleforce, and gave us a welcome 
that will not soon be forgotten. 

The address of welcome on the part 
of the Confederates was made by Gen. 
Cullen A, Battle, who presided during 
the evening. Gen. Battle | com- 
manded a division of the Confederate 
army inthe battle of Harris Farm, our 
first fight in the wilderness, May 19th, 
1864. But of this later. The response 
on our side was made by Col. J. N. 
Ilart of Salem, Mass. 9 Other speeches 
of a most fraternal character followed, 
firsta “Johnny” and then a “Yank” 
until all who wished had exchanged 
kindly greetings and expressions of 
good will. The speeches were all well 
received and the greatest enthusiasm 
and _ best of feeling prevailed. 
After the speech making there was a 
collation and it was midnight before 
the evening ended. We spent two 
days in Petersburg and were constantly 
entertained by our old opponents. It 
seemed as if they could not do enough 
to show their good will toward us. 
They visited us at the hotel to talk 
over the old days. Visited the battle- 
tields with us and helped us to locate 


our line of works, and in a friendly 
way fought over the’ old battles in 


which we were both engaged. This 
same friendly spirit was manifested by 
the Confederates at every point and 
throughout our whole trip. 

Early on the morning’ of the second 
day at Petersburg we took -carriages to 
visit the line of works just outside of 
the city. But few now remain. The 
Confederates had a splendid line of de- 
fense consisting of a series of well made 
fortsand earthworks, extending from 
the Appomatox River at one point 
clear around the city to the same river 
again two miles north of the Weldon 
railroad on the south. The details of 
the series of battles which finally re- 
sulted in the capture of Petersburg, 
and the consequent evacuation of Rich- 
mond by the Confederates, are well 
known to you all. 

We began our explorations by visit- 
ing the works on the extreme right of 
the Rebel lines. We found our old 
Fort MceGileray in a remarkable state 
of preservation. The walls of earth, 
the embrasures, ete., look just the same 
today as when we garrisoned the fort, 
except that they are now covered with 
a thick sod of green. Perhaps the fact 
that the owner of the land upon which 
the fort stands exacts an admittance 
fee, may have something to do with 
this remarkable state of preservation. 
Passing along towards the Union 
Right, we came upon a spot of peculiar 
interest to our Regiment as it was the 
scene Of some extremely trying situ- 
ations. I refer to the famous Fort 
Stedman, which we supported during 
some of the heaviest fighting of the 
war. The Fort itself: does not now 
exist. It has been ploughed under, so 
to speak, and at this visit I plucked an 
ear of corn from the side of the hill on 
which it stood, and from the top of the 
hill, the site of the fort, I gathered 
bolls of cotton. I also gathered Union 
and Confederate bullets from the 
ploughed _ fields. The contrast be- 
tween now and then, was as may be 
supposed, very striking. In this open 
cornfield, just at one side of Fort Sted- 
man, now stands a large monument 
erected by the State of Maine to the 
memory of 604 soldiers of the 2nd 
Heavy Artillery of that state and our 
companions in the line of battle, who 
fellat a single charge made by the 
rebels, through an exposed portion of 
our lines at that place. 

Our next point of interest was the 
famous “Crater,” or the Burnside Mine, 
at the extreme left of the Confederate 
lines, and quite near to the city. The 
crater remains about the same as it was 
shortly after the war, care having been 
taken’to preserve it. Grass and small 
trees grow upon its sides and the top 
of its walls, and from its top, with the 
help of our ee friends we 
were enabled to recall that terrible 
and unfortunate affair The Mine was 
a success, — It exploded directly under 
and blew to pieces the fort it was in- 
tended to destroy, that a passage way 
might be made. for our troops to the 
open field overlooking Petersburg 
The passage was made, and the ad. 
vance guard charged as previously ar 
ranged for, but why this charge wa 
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not followed up by the 40,000) troops 
who stood in the woods just a few 
hundred yards from the scene of the 
explosion, is a mystery that has not 
yet been satisfactorily explained. A 
Confederate soldier who was in this 
fight Said to me that if our men had 
moved up to the support of the advance 
regiments, nothing could have pre- 
vented the fall of Petersburg at that 
time. I speak of this man as a Con- 
federate soldier, but at the time of this 
battle he was but 13°) years old. On 
the open plain over which our troops 
had planned to charge, the rebels had 
stationed some Cohorts or mortar guns, 
but with no one to work them, This 
boy was placed between two of them 
and made to pull their lanyards as fast 
as he could do so, during the whole of 
the battle. He lives on the scene of 
the fight, 
farm adjacent. 

The old battle line is mostly obliter- 
ated, only here and there an old redan 
or portion of breastwork. [could not 
but again contrast the old days with 
the present. Then all) was strife and 
bloodshed; the ground sown with shot 


and shell; the dead and dying. Now 
the same ground — blossoming with 


cotton, corn and other fruits of peace- 


ful labor. 


PAROCHIAL SCHOOL.

story wooden building, and the convent 
adjoining was practically ruinei, There 
were 2 nuns in the latter building but 
all were rescued with safety. 

Sparks were carried fully half a mile, 
and set fire to a building on Mt. Wash- 
ington, which caused another alarm, 
calling out the whole department. 

The loss will reach $60,000, half cov- 
ered by insurance. 

The buildings burned were located at 
the corner of Harrison and Manchester 
streets.

A large audience, representing the 
various churches of the town, was Ando- 
ver’s significant greeting to Dr. Grenfell 
of the London Mission for Deep Sea 
Fishermen at the South church on 
Wednesday evening.

lL. L. and“H. in Trouble. 


The citizens of the town of Methuen 
met in the town hall Monday night ata 
continues hearing on tne petiiion of 
the Lawrence, Lowell and Haverhill 
street railway company for a franchise 
to construct doubie tracks on Broad- 
way from Centre street to Oakland 
avenue to be owned and operated by 
the L, L. & H. but to be used by the L 
& M., as per agreement between the 
two roads, 

The hearing like those which preced- 
ed it, was an interesting one and at 
times decidedly stormy. There was a 
friendly feeling expressed toward the L 
& M. road and it was the general sen- 
timent of those gathered that no obsta- 
cle should be placed in the way of 
its construction and operation. On the 
other ‘hand nearly all the speakers took 
the opportunity to give the L.°L. & H. 
road a tongue lashing and express in 
emphatic terms the fact that better 
service was demanded. The selectmen 
were not slighted in the remarks that 
were made and sometimes the remarks 
became quite personal, and very strong 
hints were thrown out to the effect that 
the selectmen were not entirely disin- 
terested in the matter, but were fa- 
voring the L. L. & H. street railroad 
company rather than the interest of 
the town. John H. George apparently 
attributed the remarks as attributed 
to himself, and resented the insinua- 
tions with considerable vivacity. This 
resulted in a hheated tilt between this 
member of the board and Judge Rogers 
in which the latter gave the former 
to understand that the insinuations 
came from a-source that must be res- 
pected. While many irrelevant points 
were raised and discussed at the meet- 
ing one thing at least, was accomplish- 
ed, and that was to let the L. L. and 
H. street railway offijcials ani the 
board of selectmen known, in no unmis- 
takable manner the position taken by 
the citizens of the town in the matter 
and which they are determined ap- 
parently, to insist upon. 

There seemed no serious objection to 
the grant of the franchise in itself, but 
the objection came to granting more 
privileges to the L. L. & H. until sub- 
stantial evidence was given that the 
town would receive better service. The 
principal speakers last night were: 
Judge William M. Rogers, Rev. Nathan 
Railey, Rev. C. H. Oliphant, W. L. 8. 
Gilcreast, C. D. Holman, John T. Man- 
nifield, John S. Tapley and Frank 
Buckminster. 

Rev. Nathan Bailey presented the 
following petition to the selectmen: 

To the Honorable Board of Select- 

men of Methuen, Mass.: 

At a meeting of a committee of 
Citizens held on Saturday evening, 
April 13, 1901, it was unanimously 
voted to reaffirm and stand by the 
requests of the Citizens presented 
to your Board a tthe hearing of 
April ist, 1901, with the exception 
of tthat which refers to five cent 
fares from any point in Methuen to 
any other point. 

It was further voted, that if at 
the end of thirty days from April 
15th. 1901, the conditions demanded ,, 
by the resolutions presented to your ~ 
Board April ist are not complied 
with, it is the sense of this meeting 
that the se!ectmen should’order the 
tracks of the L. L. & H. Street 
Railway from Centre street to Oak- 
lan? avenue on Broa‘tway, set over 
to the west, thus giving the L. & 
M. Street Railway an opportunity 
to lay their tracks in accordance 
with the location already granted 
them on Broadiway.

AT THE STATE HOUSE, 
NEW COURT HOUSE. 


BOSTON, April 17—The House yes- 
terday quickly disposed of the bill to 
restrict the practise of vivisection, ac- 
cepting, after a brief cebate, the ad- 


verse report of the committee on pro=|- 


bate and chancery. 

Mr. Bradlee of Milton moved to sub- 
stitute for the adverse report of the 
committee the bill accompanying the 
petition of A. S. Kennedy and others. 
Mr. Bradlee said the measure is simply 
designed to prevent the tortyre and 
abuse of dumb animals, without in any 
way interfering with experimentation 
to get any necessary knowledge. 

Mr. Frost of Lawrence opposed the 
motion. He said the petitioners have 
not proven chat there has» been any 
abuse of animals uncer the present law 
If a measure of this sort is passed, it 
would be a blow at the interests of 
humanity and against public health. 
As a result of animal experimentation 
in the past the magnificent anti-toxin 
of diphtheria was di:covered. 

Mr. Frost said he placed the life of 
the dirtiest little street Arab above that 
of all the animals that had ever been 
used in this mainner. This bill would 
put out of business the biclogical de- 
partments of the Institute of Technol- 
ogy, Clark University and the experi- 
ment station at Woods Hole. In clos- 
ing, Mr. Frost said that these studies 
in biology had done more than any- 
thing else for the bettering of human 
health. 

Substitution of the bi was then re- 
fused and the adverse report accepted. 


THE SENATE. 

By a vote of 22 to 9 the senate en- 
grvssed a bill to provide fur notices of 
foreclosure cf m rtgages to holders of 
junior encumbrances.

The short lobster bill is do mei, Gov, 
Crane will send in his veto to the gen- 
eral court either today or tomurrow, 

His excellency, it app-ars, gave tne 
friends of the bill a final chance to 
withdraw the measure before the veto. 

It is understocd that the Senate and 
House chairmen of the committees on 
fish and game were informed yesterd.y 
that if they wouid agree cn some re- 
solve for the appointment cf a spe ial 
e mmission to consider the situation in 
the lobster world the governor woul 
permit the withdrawal of the bill to 
make the legal length nine instead of 
ten and a half inches. 


SUNDAY LAW. 


BOSTON, April 16—The Massachu- 
setts House yesterday reversed its ac- 
tion of Friday upon the so-called He- 
brew Sunday bill, introduced by Rep- 
resentwhive Borofsky, and by a vote 
of 98 to 69 on a roll call passed the bill 
to be engrossed. When the matter came 
up on Friday the question upon pas- 
sage to engrossment was put by the 
speaker before any opposition was of- 
fered, and was carried upon a standing 
vote, but upon a roll call the nega- 
tive prevailed. As the measure had 
thus been rejected without its sponsors 
having ‘had an opportunity to defend 
it in debate, the House readily yielded 
yesterday to the appeal for reconsidera- 
tion, 

On motion of Mr. Russell of Boston 
the adverse reports of the Committee 
on Metropolitan Affairs on the petition 
of W. H. Baker and William S. Mc- 
Nary for changes in the Boston Police 
Board were postponed to Tuesday, Apr, 
23. 

On motion of Mr. Horgan of Boston 
his petition for 75-cent gas in Boston 
was postponed to Monday, April 24. 

Mr. Buswell of Methuen opposed the 
adoption of the Senate amendment to 
the bill for the improvement of high- 
ways in small towns. 

Mr. Turtle moved an amen?ment pro- 
viding that the Senate amendment 
should apply only to towns which have 
not had any State highways built. The 
amendment was adopted but the House 
refused to concur with the Senate 
amendment.

Senator Attwill of Essex ‘had the re- 
jection of th® MacCord bill as to evi- 
dence in the case of libel and slander 
reconsidered and put on for debate. 
The same action was secured by Sena- 
tor Parry of Middlesex, on a bill to 
give firemen one day off in eight, re- 
jected Friday. 

Senator Wood of Miidilesex had the 
rejection of a bill as to the removal of 
persons from the state prison to Con- 
cord refurmatory conside:ed and tabled, 
He also secured reconsideration of the 
rejection of a bill to permit the incar- 
ceration of persons from outside of 
Massachusetts in the state prison when 
sentenced by the United States courts. 
This was laid over. The same Senator 
had an adverse report on Senator Cur- 
rier’s petition for the consolidation of 
the jails and houses of ‘correction in 
Essex county taken from the table and 
recommitted. 

A bill was reported by ‘the pubiic 
health committee to provide for stamp- 
ing and branding the carcasses of ani- 
mals slaughtered for human food. 

The bill to prohibit the sale or gift 
of cigarettes to minors under 18 was 
ordered ‘to a third reading, 14 to 3, and 
the bill to authorize the Boston Insti- 
tute of Osteopathy to receive dead 
bo’ies for dissection was engrossed 22 
to 0. 

President Soule, who came in during 
the session, named ‘the following com- 
mittee to attend the Wolcott memorial
